Ajjm. The old China Nationalist 
^government of Chiang Kai-shek, 
now folded, is still technically a 


r member of the five-place top body 
i of the U. N.: United States, Brit- 


ain, France .Russia — and China. 
Each of them holds veto power. 


Heretofore the United States has 


been sure of a majority vote — and 
so Russia was always the one 
forced to file a veto. But neither 
Britain nor France always voted 
with us. Usually one, but not al- 


; 1$ays both. With Nationalist China 


and either Britain or France we 
had three out of five votes. 


Now Russia is demanding ad- 


mittance of Red China to the U.^N., 
and once Red China is admitted 
Russia is certain to demand for 
her the top-body position formerly 
held by Chiang Kai-shek's gov- 
ernment. 


Then the United States would 


face the strong possibility of find- 
Jag herself in a minority, two to 
Ttllree — either France or Britain 
with us, and either Britain 
or 


Frapce, Russia and China against 
us. 


We would be "the vetoing one" 


then. But it goes further than that. 
Eventually the situation 
would 


compel us to withdraw and fold 
the entire U. N. organization. 


Basically, the trouble is that

established government of China 
i-^d by force 
and... revolution 


TTotight to capture control of the 
top group in U. N.. 


Long ago the United States laid 


down the principle that we wouldn't 
recognize in Central and South 
America any government 
which 


came into power by force. 
We 


can't adhere to that in absolutely 
every instance — but it's the gen- 
eral principle, just the same. 


Every reasonable man 
grants 


China the right to overthrow a 


Questionable government by rev- 


olution. That is one thing. But to 
allow that Russia can "use" China 
in a political plot to capture con- 
trol of the peace machinery of the 
entire world is something else. 


Regardless what the secretary- 


general of the United Nations told 
the boys yesterday — after his re- 
turn from Moscow — we're just 
as close to peace now. if not clos- 
er, with Red China out of U. N., 
4han we will be should the U. N. 
x*ake her in.

Five Narrowly Escape When 
Ambulance With Injured 
Patient Forced From Road

Home ambulance cnroute to Tex- 
arkana with a critically injured 
patient took to the ditch about 16 
miles west of Fulton on Highway 
67 shortly before noon today to a- 
void crashing headon with a truck 
which had suddenly turned left ac- 
ross the highway in front of the 
moving vehicle. 


The driver, R. V. Herndon, Jr. an 


ambulance attendant, Bobby Joe 
Lee, escaped with minor injuries 
and Mitchell 67, cdgerman nt Gray- 
don Anthony Lumber Company, app 
arenny suffereci non-lfte worse in 
the accident. 


Mitchell had a splinttr pierce 


his eye and possibly made con- 
tact with his brain while work- 
ing at the Anuiony Mill a short 
time earlier. He was taken on to 
Texarkana by an East Funeral 
Home ambulance of that city. 


The truck driver, Ed Washing- 


ton, 
Rt. 4, Texarkana and a pass- 


enger, Oscar Brunson of Fulton, 
also escaped with minor injuries. 
Both were arrested by state offi- 
cers following the accident. 


Officers said the ambulance le- 


ft the road in order to avoid hit- 
ting headon, the truck which sud- 
denly cut left across the road at 
Clipper's Crossing. 


State officers Milton Mosier, Ha- 


ssell and Porter, credited Herndon 
with remarkabll driving and poss- 
ibly preventing serious injury to 
ambulance occupants. In leaving 
the road the ambulance headed lor 
a fence but Herndon cut 
it back 


down the ditch and held it strai- 
ght ahead for 15 feet, keeping it 
from hitting any of the fence post 
directly. 


Although the ambulance was pra- 


ctically demolished the patient who 
was stiappecl to Die cot was not 
hurt apparently suffered iio ill 
affects.

18 and 26 years if he found tha 
necessary. 


It also includes an amendmen 


by Senator Russell (D-Ga) 
to re 


quire racial segregation in any o 
the armed services 4f this is 
re 


quested in writing by any 
persor 


drafted. 


Under direction of P r e s i den 


Truman all of the armed service 
—army, navy and air force—hav 
been gradually eliminating segre 
gation of whites and Negroes. 


The Russell amendment appar 


ently would require separate 
ra 


cial units for draftees who request 
ed it. 


The house bill extended the pre 


ent act for only two 
years 
in 


stead of three asked by the

ministration. It also gives congres 
control over actual inductions.

Underworld 
Reaps From 
Drug Addicts 


Washington, June 8 
—(ff>)~Senate 


investigators studied reports today 
that a powerful underworld ring is 
reaping riches from the misery of 
at least 50,000 drug addicts. 


The reports came from Commis- 


sioner J. H. Anslinger of theU.S. 
Narcotics bureau. A n s 1 i n g er's 
force of 175 agents, some senators 
say, is too small to cope with the 
situation. 


Anslinger gave his estimate of 


the number of narcotics addicts to 
the special committee investigat- 
ing crime and gambling. 


Chairman Kefauver . *.D -I'J'enn) 


told reporters the; hifertber ] repre- 
sents • those who buy narcotics ille- 
gally— that is, from sources out- 
side the medical world. 


Anslinger has given the senate 


group a list of 800 persons who, 
he says, form a criminal r i n g 
dealing in narcotics, 
crime 
and 


even murder. 


Kefauver said it is obvious that 


the narcotics traffic extends 
to 


every city of any size in the United 
States. 


The commitee also Is eyeing the 


gambling situation in the St. Louis 
area, where state police raided a 
bookmaker's 
headquarters 
Mon- 


day. Police were reported to have 
found confidential files indicating 
big wagers were 
being 
handled 


through Western Union o f f i c e 
managers. 


The St. Louis Post-Dispatch said 


the files also showed that Wealein 
Union managers were offered a 25 
per cent cut in bo«<ie winnings on 
horse race bets 
transmitted 
by 
wire. 


In Now York, Western Union of- 


ficials said their office m a n agers 
are instructed not to accept gifts 
or commissions from gamblprs. 


Police in Trenton, N. J., yes- 


terday released photographs which 
they said were copies 
of direct 


mail advertisements by C. J. Rich 
and Co., the bookmakers raided in 
St. Louis. The documents 
gave 


a bank reference and said the firm 
hard been in business 20 years.

Believe Arming 
Germany Would 
Weaken Defense

Washington, June 8 —(#>)— State 


department officials wera reported 
convinced today that any effort 
now to rearm Western Germany 
would w e a k e n rather t h a n 
strengthen the defenses of the West 
against Russia. 
< 


To this conviction is mainly at- 


tributed Secretary of State Ache- 
son's firm reassertion yesterday of 
American policy t h a t 
Germany 


must be kept disarmed, despite of- 
ficial word that from the military 
point of view its rearmament in 
the West would be a good thing. 


Acheson's position in. foreign pol- 


icy matters is decisive, under the 
President's authority. Hence, it is 
apparent that any thought of direct 
action by the United States at this 
time to form 
a 
West German 


army is out of the question. 


However, it also appears that 


the issue has brought about a clash 
of political and military views, and 
is likely to remain a lively con- 
troversy inside the government for 
months. 


Gen. Omar Bradley, chairman of 


the joint chiefs of staff, 
told a 


house committee Tuesday that he 
believes "the defenses of Westera 
Europe would be strengthened by 
including Germany or such part of 
it as we control." But he 
added 


that he was not qualified fo .judge 
the political considerations in such 
a case. 


Acheson told his news confer- 


ence yesterday that Bradley 
was 


discussing a theoretical 
question 


and had made it quite clear that 
he was not advocating German re- 
armament. While Acheson t h u s 
stated the technical situation it is 
common knowledge that many if 
not all top military 
leaders re- 


gard Germany as a potentially val- 
uable source of military strength 
for the West. 


On the other side of the iron cur- 


tain the Russians evidenty h a v e 
the sa,me,.tbjing .in.irnind. '.They have 
formed a weU-arflned East >G,.er- 
man "police force" w n''i c h the 
Western powers have b 1 u n t l>y 
called a military organization.

Within three months the White 


House might be bombarded by let- 
ters such as the following imagi- 
nary missive from 
Andre Noise- 


tier, mayor of Lethargic, a village 
in western France: 


Dear Prcsidente Truman: 
Vive L'A m e r i q u e! Vivs La 
France 


Never will we cease to remem- 


ber the glorious days of our liber- 
ation when your troops drove Les 
Boches from our village. 
Mevc|i 


Beaucoup also for the Marshall 
plan. You will be pleased to know 
that we now have the roofs back 
on most of our houses again. 


But to get down to business: It 


is about the new television 
pro- 


grams that I write you. 


Since the television came, our 


little village is not the same. It is 
like the revolution. Sometimes 
I 


long for the war again. It 
was 


jnore peaceful here. 


Yesterday a delegation of shop- 


keepers arrive at my 
office 
and 


say: "Smash the t e l e v i s i o n 
screen " I ask why. 


"Because the women no longer 


will buy our goods," the 
leader 


says. "They say. 'why should the 
women of France pay money for 
pots and pans and flour? In Amer- 
ica the women get them for noth- 
ing. They go to the televbion. The 
master oj ceremonies, ta tau$ them 


kiss'them and give 
them 
any-

What can I tell them? Nothing. 


Why? Because my wife — without 
the single word to me — she sends 
in the question to one 
of 
your 


programs. And it is announced on 
the screen, there before the whole 
village, that my wife wins the elec- 
tric dishwasher. 


What does this mean? Well, we 


have one Communist in our 
vil- 


lage. He goes around and 
whis- 


pers:' 'The mayor's wife wins the 
dishwasher. Aha, I told you. It is 
an American plot to control the 
elections in Lethargie. Our mayor 
is in the pay of Preisdent 
Tru- 
man." 


And the parents are very angry 


about what the television 
do to 


their children. They 
watch 
the 


cowboy programmes. Then t h e y 
take the rope and go into the fields 
and pull the feet out from 
under 


the cows and tie them together. 
The cows they do not understand. 
What happen? They don't give tlw 
milk. 


The other day in s c h o o l the 


teacher tell the class about one of 
our great Gallic heroes, Vercins^- 
torix, who fight with Julius Cea- 
sar longtemps ago. On eboy —yes, 
my son — say, "nevair mind Ver- 
cingetorix.

,Roy, 59, was shot and killed from

He was the third of the five Shel. 


ton brothers to be killed from am- 
bush in three years. His slaying 
was a surprise, because he never 
had been publicly connected with 
the activities of the Shclton gang 
which terrorized southern Illinois 
during the prohibition ora. 


Roy's slayer, a sniper who fired 


from a clump of bushes, escaped. 
A farm hand, Frank McKibben, 
49, told police the killer fired at

U. S. Shipping 
BestAnti-Tank 
Weapon 


Washington, June— 8— </P) 
The 


United States reportedly is ship- 
ping some of its best anti-tank 
weapons to those European Allies 
which might be in the path of mas- 
sive Soviet armored forces in a 
future war. 


Defense officials said the weap- 


ons — bound mostly for 
France 


under the arms aid program — in- 
clude bazookas, rocket launchers, 
and powerful recoilless rifles which 
zu-e still in the secret stage. 


At the same 
time, 
the 
U. S. 


Army is pressing 
a long-range 


program aimed at countering the 
threat of Russia's potent armore'l 
forces by the 
"development and 


limited production of a family o£ 
tanks superior to those of any pos- 
sible future enemy." 


Officials told a reporter yester- 


day that U. S. medium tanks — 
including some modernized World. 
War II types — are among 
the 


weapons being sent to Europe un- 
der the arms program. 
.: 


The senate armed forces and for- 


eign relations committees are hold- 
ing joint hearings on the adminis- 
tration's request for 
$1,222,500,000 


for a second year of that program 
to rearm this country's f r i e n d s 
abroad. 


Senator Lodge (R-Mass), a for- 


eign relations member, told report- 
ers that this program "is the most 
practical step toward world peace 
we can take at present." 


Lodge, an army officer in World 


War II, said that under the arms

Eisenhower made the statement 


in a speech prepared for the 196th 
commencement exercises of Co- 
lumbia university, which he heads. 


He told the Columbia graduates 


that "stupendous military expendi- 
tures," though "essential for the 
country's safety," are one of the 
major problems to be faced 
in 


the future. 


Eisenhower recently said before 


a U. S. senate appropriations sub- 
committee that our military budg- 
et had been trimmed as far as wa.s 
wise — "even too far." 


He said at that time 
that 
he 


might have added a few hundred 
million dollars — not more than 
$500,000,0 — to the 
p r o p osed 


budget for arms, if he had his way 


However, before the committee 


he also listed a healthy economy 
as an essential for national safe- 
ty.

Eisenhower said today that 


the danger o{ wrong answers .. to 
the nation's own problems is 
a,s 


critical as the danger from 'world 
revolution, with an anounced pur- 
pose of destroying the A m e r ican 
system of government."

Court Rulings 
oh Segregation 
Are Old 


By JAMS MARLOW 


Washington, June 8 (/P)— You 


may have the impression that the 
U. S. Supreme court has suddenly 
became very active about handing 
down decisions to bolster the civil 
rights of Negroes. 


Actually, the court has b e e n 


doing this for years. But some oi 
its biggest decisions have b e e n 
made in the past 10 years, parti- 
cularly .in the past few. 


The court has been following a 


principle laid down ;by the court in 
1896: that when Negroes are segre- 
gated, they must be treated equal 
ly with whites. That's at the heart 
of all the decisions.. 


The 1898 court siid segregation 


as a principle is all right. The 
court since then hasn't attacked 
the principle as a .principle. Nev- 
ertheless, its decisions wipe 
out 


segregation bit by bit. 


The decisions since 
1896 
have 


covered several fields, voting, ed- 
ucation,. property, and travel on 
traihs and buses. This will g i v e 
a roundup of the main rulings in 
the past 54 years. 


Voting. ... 
In the south the Democratic pri 


mary election is the.important one, 
not the general election which fol- 
lows it. That's because the 
south 


is mostly Democratic. The Repub- 
licans arc weak. 


In the Democratic primary 
the 


voters choose one of several Dem- 
ocratic candidates to face the Re- 
publican in the general election. 


Since the Democrat is a 1 m ost 


always a cinch to beat the Repub- 
lican, this makes the primary the 
real election. Starting 
after 
the 


civil war reconstruction era, the 
south has tried to keep N e grocs 
from voting in ^the primary. 


But in 1927, again in 1932 and 


again in 1944 the court stepped irv 
and told Texas — • and 
therefore 


the rest of the south — to 
stop 


barring Negroe*? from the Demo- 
cratic primary. 


(In 1949 the U. S. court of ap- 


peails told South Carolina's Derno- 
cratics to stop barring Negroes.> 


In the south now Negroes 
are 


voting in far larger numbers than 
ever before. 


Property. . . 
, 
; 


In 1917 the court said c i t i e s 


couldn't have laws to make whites 
and Negroes live in separate sec 
tions, although it had to repea1 
this ruling in several cases' to 
make it stick. • : 
• • . 


Then in 1948 in this field 
the 


court dealt a powerful blow, in the 
Negroes' favor. This was In 
the 


case of racial covenants. That's 
a system by which white property 
owners agreed not to sell to Ne 
groes. 


If one of them tried to brc-nk 


the covenant by selling to a Ne 
gro, the others .could go to cour 
and get a judge :to keep the Negro 
out. 
. : 


But in 1948 the court said private 


property owners can make all the 
deals among t h e m s e l v e s they 
want. But —-no longer can a judge 
uphold such a covenant. 


That wiped out the main suppor' 


of covenants. Now anytime a sign 
cr of a covenant wants to break i 
and sell to a Negro,'no court can 
be used to keep the Negro out. 


Travel. . . 
In 1914 the court said that whei 


state laws order N e g r o e s anc 
whites to be kept 
separate on 


trains. Negroes must be g i v e n 
equal accommodations. 


In 1941 the court went a little 


further. It said a Negro who buyi, 
first-class accommodations 
on 
< 


train must get them — even if i 
means putting him in the 
whiti 


section —it the Negro section has 
no first-class accommodations 
foi 


him. 


In 1946 the court said b u s s e s 


which cross state lines no longei 
can make Negroes ride by them 
selves or behind white passengers 


And this w e e k , in 1950, the 


court said r a i l r o a d companies 
must stop forcing Negroes to ca 
at separate tables in dining cars 
set aside with curtains or screens 


Education. . . 
In 1938, in 1948 and in two dec! 


sions this week the court said Ne> 
grocs must get equal t r e a tmenl 
from their states in higher educa- 
tion. (It didn't say anything about 
grammar or high schools.) 


Summed up, these decisions say 


If a state provides a school for 
white students, it must admit Ne 
groes or provide them w i t h a 
school equally as good. And once 
they're admitted to 
the 
w h i 11 


school, the court said, they 
can' 


be segregated but 
must 
bcttei 


by the state the same as whites.

Supreme court justices hand down 
a decision, it's always in writing. 
And that's all there is. that's ihe 
ehd of it. 


If a decision doesn't seem cjtrtte 


clear to you, that's your t o u g h 
hick. You can't go and ask them 
to explain. They don't e x p l a i n 
their written decisions to anyohe 
afterwards. 


To laymen — and often to • law- 


yers — the decisions of the coutt 
are not always so clear-cut 
that 


anyone reading them cah say posi- 
tively what is meant. There &<-e 
two reasohs for this: 


1- The language the justices use. 


They don't always w 111 e well. 
Sometimes their lahguage 
isJ 
hot 


only long-winded, i h v o 1 ved ah/1 
clumsi? but seems so rubbei-y 
it 


could mean different things to dif- 
ferent people. 
- 


2. The justices, themselves 


peatedly have said 
they try 
to 


give decisions as harrow as possi- 
ble. That is, they try lo say what 
the! constitution m e a n s only ih 
some particular case before them. 


When another case comes before 


them — similar to but slightly clil. 
ferent from the first case — they 
say. what they think the. cohsti.tii- 
ion means in that one. 
.-;'; 


So over a period Of time 
they 


may give a number of related de- 
cisions, while avoiding sweeping 
interpretations of the constitution; 
In other \yords, they try to moVe 
in a cautious way, not a revolu- 
tionary way.. 


There are exceptions to this, of 


course. And even cases where the 
interpretation seems narrow -ma} 
have a wide effect. and change a 
Whole pattern of American prac- 
tice or thinking.

take two of the 
cases which 


the Supreme court decided yester- 
day, but before doing so 1 o j k 
briefly at a decision w h i c h the 
court handed down in 1896. 


In that year the court decided 


that states may s e g r e g ate the 
races — that is, keep N e g r oes 
and whites apart, such as in trains 
or schools or railroad wa i t i n g 
rooms — if the two races are pro- 
vided substantially equal facilities, 


the court at that time thought 


its decision did not violate the 14<h 
amendment to the c o n s t i tution 
which says ''no state shall make 
Or enforce any law which s h a l l 
abridge the privileges. . . of citi- 
zens of the United States." 


Yesterday the cfmft gave 
deci- 


sions in these two cases: 


1. Hemah Marion Sweatt, a Ne- 


gro, wanted to get into the Univer- 
sity of Texas law school. Because 
he was a Negro, he was 
turned 


down. But there was then no Texas 
law school for Negroes. 


To make a long 
stqry 
shbyt, 


Texas set up a Negro law school 
but, the court says, this was much 
inferior to the white law 
school. 


Further, says the court, this did 
not provide Texas Negroes with 
educational facilities equal to those 
of white Texas law .students. 


therefore, the court said, Swea'.t 


must be allowed into 
the white 


Texas law school. But — the court 
didn't overturn the old decision of 
896. 


Nor did it say Texas must co:i- 


tiriue to let Negroes into thfe white 
law school if Texas ever provides 
a Negro law school equal to that 
of the white one. 


Yet — this decision was limited 


to the University of Texas law 
school. It seems to leave 
Texas 


free to keep whites and Negroes 
apart in the rest of the s'chools in 
Texas. At the same time, it broke 
down some of Texas' age-old po'.- 
icy of segregation. At least in this 
one school. 


2. G. W. McLaurin, a Negro in 


Oklahoma. He applied for admis 
slon to the University of Oklahoma 
to study to be a teacher.
